The satisfac- 
tor.v accomplishment of ihi.s ma.v hp 
said to complete the airman's train- 
ing, and he has then only to practise 
and become thoroughly efficient be- 
fore he is ready foi' .servlep with (he 
all force In the field. Ai these 
training depots the cadet puis into 
actual practice all the knowledge he 
has gained throughout his previous 
iiainin,:;. and the manner in which he 
handles his plane and Is able lo fire, 
spot targets, read sienal.<^, and keep 
his engines In irlm, shows how he has 
benefited by the Instruction given 
him. 

The Royal Air Force Is very par- 
ticular about the soundness of the' 
machinée la which Us pilots and ob- 
iervers fly. and accordingly there are 
a number of aircraft acceptance parks 
ibroughoui the country where the ma- 
chines are received from ilie various 
contractors and then tested in detail, 
numbered, catalogued, and distribut- 
ed. To each machine and engine Is 
supplied a los book, so that through- 
oni ihe whole course of Us career 
everything in connection with the 
plane and the engine can come up for 
rfvlew. The history of each Is en- 
tered In a Heparale log l>ook, and Is 
available for inspection ai all limes, 
and when in use tor Hying ibe aviat- 
or must record the behavior of his 
engine and plane, and, on bis landing, 
the events of each fllghi. In this 
way only is It possible '<> work out 
Ihe best type of plane nnd engine, and 
to Ibis thorougUnès» inusl be ascrib- 
ed the success which attended the 
work of the Boyal Air Koree and the 
Indcpendcni .Mr Force in the field. 

It Is very necessary that those pilots 
who have the speclar, ability of tm- 
purlins knowledge lo others should 
liave Kprclal training, and for this 
puvpose various iiiHlructors'' schools 
have hecu established, where some of 
ihp finest flying In the world can be 
I :^cen. 

The ar<roplane, or rather. Its twin' 
hroiher, ihe seaplane, has lictu ol 
considerable use In patrol work, and 
especially in spotting Iho tJ^boots, 
Here again the pilots and oluierver?| 
receive theoretical ahd practical, 
irainins al special seaboard sintlonn 
before ihcy take part In the actual ^ 
work, and one very valuabU^ feature 
of seaplane work has been the patrol j 
of the coasts, as the aviator at even! 
Ihe low helRht of 7n"i or l.rtno feel haa 
a wide area of vision, nnd by racan.s 
of wireless telegraphy can report the 
happenings and doings on the particu- 
lar part of the coast he Is responsible 
for 10 the divisional headquarler.'^. 
Seaplanes are able lo travel on the 
surface of the sea If necessary, and 
there Is especial care devoted to the 
const ruction of these planes, some of 
whU'h are of immense size. 

The war has seen the Institution of 
a ferry service between Prance and 
England by means of large aeroplanes 
of the Handley-Page type.
